The  2007-2008  Pine  Burr  Yearbook  staff  dedicates 
this  book  to  Dr.  Lamar  Norwood.  Dr.  Norwood  came  to 
Campbell  in  1973  as  assistant  professor  of  mathematics 
and  has  been  the  current  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Mathematics  and  Computer  Science  since  1987.  Af- 
ter obtaining  his  B.A.  and  Master's  degrees  from  Wake 
Forest  University  and  Appalachian  State  University,  he 
taught  at  Wingate  College  for  two  years  before  receiv- 
ing his  doctoral  degree  from  the  University  of  Arkansas. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Department  of 
Mathematics  and  Computer  Science,  Dr.  Norwood  has 
also  served  more  than  25  years  as  the  senior  external 
examiner  of  the  Campbell  mathematics  program  at 
Tunku  Abdul  Rahman  College  (TARC)  in  Malaysia,  trav- 
eling numerous  times  to  the  Asian  campus.     He  was 
instrumental  in  obtaining  the  SACS  accreditation  of  the 
TARC  program. 

Campbell  University  President  Jerry  Wallace  has 
often  traveled  alongside  Dr.  Norwood  to  Malaysia  and 
notes  Dr.  Norwood's  dedication  and  commitment  to  the 
University. 

"Traveling  half-way  around  the  world  more  than 
twenty  times  provides  time  to  get  to  know  a  person," 
said  Dr.  Wallace.    "Lamar  is  loyal  to  the  bone,  a  dear 
friend  and  an  outstanding  teacher  and  administrator." 

In  2001 ,  Dr.  Norwood  received  the  Dean's  Excel- 
lence in  Teaching  Award  from  Campbell's  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences.    He  was  also  honored  with  the 
establishment  of  a  scholarship  by  his  colleagues  at 
TARC.   An  annual  award,  the  T.  Lamar  Norwood  Award 
in  Mathematics  is  given  to  the  outstanding  graduate  in 
Mathematics  at  TARC. 

During  his  35  years  at  Campbell,  Dr.  Norwood  says 
he  hopes  he's  challenged  students  to  think  outside  the 
textbook. 

"I  would  like  to  think  that  students  have  learned  to 
try  to  see  things  from  a  different  perspective  --  not  to 
just  memorize  things,  but  to  think  a  bit,"  he  said.  "Try 
to  see  if  there  is  a  common  thread  through  things." 

Dr.  Norwood  is  married  to  the  former  Rachel 
Leatherman.  They  have  two  children,  Dwight  Jr.  and 
Rachel,  both  honor  graduates  of  Campbell  University.

"A  Piece  of  My  Heart"  truly  took  a  piece  of  your 
heart  with  it  as  you  left  the  performance.  The  play 
IS  a  heart-rending  tale  of  six  women--five  nurses  and 
a  USO  singer--in  the  Vietnam  War  and  how  their  lives 
were  altered  afterward. 

The  play  took  the  audience  into  the  lives  of  these 
women  and  to  the  war  front.  It  not  only  touched  their 
lives  but  the  lives  of  the  cast  as  well.  "The  play  itself 
was  so  intense  and  so  real  that  I  now  have  a  greater 
respect  for  those  in  the  military  and  a  much  deeper 
sense  of  pride  for  all  those  who  went  to  Vietnam  and 
came  back  as  heroes  in  my  eyes,"  says  Jessi  Ferguson, 
who  played  Martha,  a  nurse.  She  went  on  to  say  that 
"[Keith  Hight]  taught  us  so  much  that  by  the  end  of  the 

play  all  of  the  emotions  in  the  script  were  real  to  us." 

Nondi  Breneman,  who  played  an  American  Red  Cross  nurse  named  Whitney,  took  her  role  seriously.  She  researched  women 

who  served  in  Vietnam  with  the  Red  Cross  and  spoke  with  several  Vietnam  veterans.  She  considered  these  the  most  amazing 

heroes  she  had  known.  She  said  of  the  play,  "Every  night  that  the  cast  went  on  stage  to  perform,  we  went  out  there  honoring 

the  veterans.  This  play  was  their  story  and  we  were  simply  trying  to  let  their  story  be  heard.  "A  Piece  of  My  Heart"  will  always 

stay  in  my  heart  as  an  amazing  experience  that  will  be  treasured." 

The  director,  Keith  Hight,  chose  this  play  because  of  its  intensity  and  its  need  to  be  told.  He  enjoyed  working  with  the 

students  and  took  them  to  meet  veterans  so  they  could  get  the  emotions  right.  He  was  proud  of  them  because  "  they  did  a 

wonderful  job  showing  the  intensity  of  the  subject." 

Also  starring  in  the  play  were  Jamie  Woolery  as  Lee  Ann,  a  nurse;  Ashleigh  Adamson  as  Sissy,  another  nurse; 

Melissa  Whilden  as  Mary  Jo,  a  USO  singer;  Sasha  Fuller  as  Steel,  another  nurse;  and  Matt  Weber,  as  a  Vietnam  veteran  and  the

The  one  thing  that  students  most  anticipate  from  the  time  they  enter  school  is  the  day  that  they  will  graduate  from  college.   On 
phi  14,  2007,  808  students  gathered  for  Campbell  University's  120th  commencement  address.   Former  Campbell  University  presi- 
ent  Dr.  Norman  Adrian  Wiggins  delivered  the  address.   He  told  the  story  of  his  life  at  Campbell  and  his  graduation  experience  in 
948.   He  had  been  a  poor  student  who  didn't  think  that  he  would  be  able  to  afford  the  cost  of  Campbell.  Yet,  he  was  still  able  to 
jceive  his  education  at  Campbell  University.  As  a  source  of  encouragement  to  spur  the  graduates  on  to  greater  things,  he  went  on 
D  tell  of  his  achievements  as  president  of  the  university  despite  his  meager  beginnings.   He  concluded  his  address  by  saying,  "There 
a  kind  of  spirit  that  captures  people  who  come  to  this  school.   There  has  never  been  a  place  more  sensitive  to  others  than  right 
ere.   God  is  expecting  you  to  do  something  great  for  Him.   You  have  an  obligation  today,  and  you  know  it." 

An  ideal  example  of  Dr.  Wiggins'  commencement  address  is  Sarayah  Ware,  who  graduated  last  May.   She,  like  Dr.  Wiggins,  chose 
ampbell  because  her  financial  needs  were  met  almost  in  their  entirety  by  Campbell  University.   Beginning  her  freshman  year.  Ware 

had  no  idea  what  she  would  major  in,  but  by  her  junior  year,  she  had  decided  she  wanted 
to  teach  young  children. 

Like  Dr.  Wiggins,  Ware  came  across  many  trials  during  her  journey  towards  a  degree, 
yet  she  finally  succeeded.   She  found  that  during  this  time,  the  most  important  people 
in  her  life  were  the  friends  that  she  had  made  at  Campbell.   Ware  said  these  are  the 
best  friends  she  has  ever  had  in  her  life.

In  2004.  15.8  percent  of  Harnett  County's  population  alone  lived  in  poverty.  In  an  effort 
to  promote  awareness  of  poverty  in  the  county  and  throughout  the  world,  over  300  Campbell 
University  students  participated  in  Property  Awareness  Week,  November  12-17,  2007.  Campus 
Minister  Faithe  Beam,  whose  office  sponsored  the  program,  said  she  was  very  gratified  by  the 
success  of  the  event  and  the  impact  it  had  on  students.  "We  had  a  successful  week  in  our  goal 
to  raise  awareness  about  the  needs  of  others,"  Beam  said.  "I  had  several  students  tell  me  theyl 
had  decided  to  fast  and  donate  what  they  would  have  spent  on  lunch  to  the  food  bank, 
others  have  made  plans  to  help  at  the  Beacon  Mission  in  Dunn  on  their  own  ' 
time  and  student  groups  filled  Christmas  boxes  for  the  Operation  Christmas 
Child  mission." 

A  candlelight  prayer  service  at  Turner  Auditorium  on  Monday  kicked  off  the 
week's  activities  which  included  a  forum  on  poverty,  a  student-led  Camp- 
bell University  Worship  service  and  a  Houseless  for  a  Night  activity  in  which 
students  spent  the  night  in  makeshift  shelters.  On  Thursday,  students  engaged 
in  a  campus-wide  day  of  fasting  and  donated  the  cost  of  the  meals  they  would 
have  consumed  to  a  poverty  relief  fund  located  in  the  Student  Center.  On  Friday, 
a  special  concert  by  Michael  Olson  was  held  in  Turner  Auditorium,  and  all  week 
ong  a  canned  food  drive  competition  between  the  dormitories  and  donations 
for  Operation  Christmas  Child  were  being  conducted.  On  Saturday,  students  also 
volunteered  their  time  at  the  Beacon  Rescue  Mission.  "I  felt  like  the  worship  and 
prayer  service  allowed  us  to  pause  and  think  about  how  we  might  respond  to  those 
in  need,"  said  Beam.

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Plywood,  sheet  rock  and  two-by-fours  littered  the  ground  around  the  old  Luby  Wood  home  place  in  Benson,  N.C.  The  house, 
which  is  being  restored  by  Habitat  for  Humanity  of  Johnston  County,  will  become  the  new  residence  for  single  mother  Patricia 
Johnston.  But  it  is  also  being  used  for  something  else-an  outdoor  classroom  for  Campbell  University  students  enrolled  in  a  unique 
Honors  class  designed  to  promote  community  service.  Taught  by  Drs.  Ann  Ortiz,  associate  professor  of  Spanish  and  Spanish  Ameri- 
can Literature,  and  John  Bartlett,  assistant  professor  of  biology.  Honors  102  is  a  component  of  the  Campbell  University  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  Honors  program  created  to  foster  learning  and  the  role  of  the  "servant  leader"  as  part  an  important  component 
of  higher  education.  "The  most  important  aspect  of  the  course  is  the  emphasis  on  'Servant  Leadership,'"  said  Bartlett.  "It 
is  the  fact  that  you're  helping  the  'least  among  us'  that  gives  students  the  sense  of  the  Christian  mis- 
sion." The  Habitat  house  is  just  one  of  the  projects  in  which  the  Honors  102 
will  participate.  Other  learning  modules  include  serving  the  homeless; 

stewardship  which  not  only  includes  conservation  of  the  environment  .y^^/^'  -\ 

but  the  preservation  of  species;  enrichment  projects  involving  students        — ^^^^^0^\\^H^^Hk      m  T 

m  the  Harnett  County  Schools;  the  Anderson  Creek  Cleanup  project;  and 
working  with  Relay  for  Life  and  the  Beacon  Rescue  Mission.  "The  goals  of 
the  course  are  to  foster  discussion  of  the  relationship  between  academics 
and  service  to  the  community,  integrate  faith  and  learning  activities  both 
on  and  off  campus  and  help  students  see  the  relationships  among  the  aca- 
demic disciplines,"  Ortiz  said.  "The  program  gives  students  the  opportunity 
to  practice  what  they've  learned  and  to  apply  their  knowledge  in  real-life 
situations."  Bartlett  added  that  the  hands-on  field  experiences  students  wil 
gain  through  this  Honors  program  is  the  only  real  way  to  learn.  "It  develops 
students'  confidence  in  their  own  abilities,  puts  them  in  touch  with  the  com- 
munity and  serves  to  integrate  them  into  the  role  of  'Servant  Leader,'  he  said.

Andrew  Lester  run  the  1,500-meter  dash  is  like  watching  any 

outstanding  athlete.  He  finishes  in  4'20."  but  Andrew  isn't  your 

average  runner.  Born  with  a  condition  called  Fibular  Hemimelia, 

Lester's  parents  chose  to  have  his  right  leg  amputated  when  he 

was  one,  a  decision  for  which  he  is  eternally  grateful. 

"It's  possible  for  kids  born  with  this  condition  to  keep  their 
leg,  but  people  who  chose  not  to  have  the  operation  generally 
don't  live  very  active  lifestyles,"  Lester  said.  "I'm  very  thankful 
to  my  parents  for  making  the  decision  to  amputate  at  an  early 
age  because  I've  known  no  difference  between  having  a  leg  and 
not  having  a  leg.  Everything  just  comes  naturally  to  me-walking,  run- 
ning and  basic  everyday  life." 
A  former  cross  country  runner  at  Campbell  University,  Lester  is  one  of  the  top  three  amputee  runners  in  the 
nation  for  the  400-meter  dash,  which  earned  him  a  spot  at  the  ParaPanAm  Games  in  Brazil  this  summer.  He  is  currently 
focusing  all  of  his  attention  on  the  13th  Paralympic  Games  which  will  be  held  in  Beijing,  China,  in  September  2008.  He 
will  take  the  fall  2008  semester  off  to  participate  in  the  games.   "I'm  really  looking  forward  to  the  games,"  Lester  said. 

The  Paralympic  Games  are  a  multi-sport  event  for  athletes  with  physical  and  sensorial  disabilities.   The  games  are  held 
every  four  years,  following  the  Olympic  Games,  and  are  governed  by  the  International  Paralympic  Committee.  Although 
Lester  holds  the  record  for  the  1 , 500-meter  race  for  below  the  knee  amputees,  the  junior  business  administration  major 
must  qualify  again  for  the  2008  Paralympic  Games  where  he  will  run  the  400-meter  dash. 

Losing  his  leg  has  led  to  many  positive  outcomes  for  Lester.  "I  wouldn't  change  being  an  amputee  for  anything  in  the 
world,"  he  said.  "It  has  allowed  me  meet  a  lot  of  people  I  wouldn't  have  met,  to  go  to  a  lot  of  places  I  wouldn't  have 
been  able  to  go  and  to  encourage  kids  and  others  who  have  also  lost  legs." 

Lester  regularly  visits  children  at  Duke  and  other  hospitals  and  has  spoken  to  soldiers  coming  back 
from  Iraq.  He  also  speaks  to  students  at  elementary  schools,  sharing  his  experiences  as  an  amputee 
and  educating  them  about  disabilities. 

"It's  good  to  let  amputees  know  that  their  lives  aren't  over  just  because  they've  lost  a  limb."  he 
said.  "I'm  really  no  different  than  anybody  else."

A  group  of  15  members  of  Campbell  University's  Monday  Night  Bible  Study  decided  to  forego  sleeping-in  and  hanging 
out  with  friends  for  a  week  during  Christmas  in  order  to  help  the  homeless  at  the  Bowery  Mission  in  New  York  City. 
Located  in  what  was  once  the  most  desolate  part  of  the  city,  the  Bowery  Mission  is  a  nonprofit 
organization  established  in  1878  to  aid  homeless  men  and  women.  The  Mission  serves  over 
475,000  meals  annually  and  provides  shelter,  articles  of  clothing  and  professional  health  care 
for  the  homeless.  It  also  operates  several  transitional  programs  to  help  get  homeless  people 
off  the  street. 

The  Campbell  students  lived  in  the  mission,  helped  prepare  and 
serve  meals,  completed  organizational  projects,  such  as  cleaning  the 
mission  pantry,  and  worked  with  various  other  ministries  the  mission 
provides.  Robyn  van  den  Berg,  a  senior  Mass  Communication  major 
from  Richmond,  Va.,  said  the  trip  made  her  more  aware  of  the  fact 
that  everyone,  no  matter  what  their  circumstances,  has  a  story. "I  saw 
poverty  in  its  lowest  form  on  this  trip,"  she  said.  "I  think  a  lot  of  times 
we  push  homeless  people  aside  because  they're  homeless  and  can't 
seem  to  get  their  feet  back  on  the  ground,  but  they  are  people  too  and 
they  have  families  just  like  we  do." 

Van  den  Berg,  who  is  currently  performing  an  internship  at  the  Sal- 
vation Army  in  Raleigh,  N.C. ,  said  she  especially  liked  helping  with  the 
Women's  Shower  Ministry."The  mission  provides  toiletries  like  towels  and 
shower  caps  once  a  week  for  women 
who  live  on  the  street  to  shower  and  select  clothing  from  the  thrift  store

Over  the  2007-2008  school  year,  the  Campbell  University 
Study  Abroad  (CUSA)  office  sent  over  twenty-five  Campbell  Stu- 
dents to  semester  and  summer  long  study  abroad  sessions. 

Some  ventured  forth  on  their  own--  Grace  Triolo  to  the  high- 
lands of  Scotland.  Lynne  Walton  on  the  rolling  fields  of  Northern 
England,  Kate  McGraw  to  the  ancient  halls  of  Italy,  and  Megan 
Melton  in  the  sweltering  beauty  of  Spain. 

Others  traveled  with  the  two  groups  of  Campbell  faculty-led 
trips  to  Costa  Rica  and  London.  The  groups  studied  a  range  of 
engaging  topics  from  theatre  and  literature  in  the  land  of  Shake- 
speare, to  biology  and  Spanish  in  an  environment  rich  in 
rainforests  and  volcanoes. 

The  London  crew  consisted  of  eight  students  and  two  CU  pro- 


fessors. Living  like  Londoners,  the  students  roamed  the  castles 
of  kings,  became  masters  of  the  tube  (subway)  routes,  shopped 
at  both  high-end  fashion  and  bargain  retailers,  and  frequented 
the  outdoor  markets.  After  reading  poetry  in  Green  Park,  dining 
on  "sausage  and  mash"  at  The  Albert  Pub,  viewing  musicals,  or       i 
riding  the  trains  and  buses  to  Wales,  Stratford-Upon-Avon,  Salis- 
bury and  Stonehenge,  or  even  Paris,  students  and  faculty  alike 
returned  to  the  USA  with  radically  widened  views  of  their  world    , 
wide  community.  I 

The  Costa  Rica  crew,  also  led  by  two  CU  professors,  brought  a  ' 
group  of  fourteen  Campbell  students  to  the  island  of  Costa  Rica. 
Students  became  members  of  their  host  family  households  and 
spent  their  weeks  of  school  in  classrooms  taught  by  Costa  Rican 
professors  in  Spanish  and  alongside  students  from  around  the 
world.  Having  experienced  playing  soccer  with  the  local  com- 
munity, feasting  on  rice  and  beans,  sipping  coffee  and  mint  tea, 
managing  the  jostling  buses  and  sweltering  hikes,  or  singing  of 
the  miracle  of  DEET  wipes  insect  repellent,  the  Costa  Rican  crew 
left  the  island  enriched  by  their  time  spent  in  the  Caribbean.

Remembering 


R.WIGGINS

Dr.  Norman  Adrian  Wiggms  was  born  on  February  6,  1924  and  passed  away  on 
August  1,  2007.    He  received  degrees  at  Campbell  University,  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege, and  Columbia  University.   On  June  6,  1967,  Dr..  Wiggins  became  the  third 
president  of  Campbell  University.   He  was  in  line  for  the  director  at  Wake  Forest 
College  and  didn't  want  to  leave  Wake,  but  God  led  him  to  Campbell  instead. 
Under  his  leadership,  Campbell  became  a  great  university.   He  initiated  several 
changes  to  the  school  •■  establishing  the  ROTC  program,  the  Norman  Adrian  Wig 
gins  School  of  Law,  the  Lundy-Fetterman  School  of  Business,  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion, the  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  the  Divinity  School. 

Mrs.  Diamond  Matthews,  Dr.  Wiggins'  secretary  for  36  years,  reminisced  about 
how  she  watched  him  strive  to  bring  Campbell  to  level  5  accreditation,  or  univer- 
sity status.  This  event  occurred  in  1979  when  the  college  was  accredited  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  as  a  level  5  institution,  which  also 
accredited  all  of  the  professional  schools  at  Campbell.  This  accreditation  put 
Campbell  University  on  the  same  level  as  Duke,  UNC,  Wake  Forest,  and  NC  State 

There  was  a  side  to  Dr.  Wiggins  that  the  public  never  saw,  though.  The  publu. 
knew  about  his  accomplishments  for  Campbell,  but  only  his  friends  and  col- 
leagues knew  the  real  man.   Even  in  his  seventies.  Dr.  Wiggins  still  played  basket- 
ball.  He  went  to  all  the  basketball  games  at  Campbell  and  sat  in  the  same  seat. 
He  got  up  at  five  in  the  morning  to  run  because  he  loved  to  exercise,  but  he  still 
loved  his  ice  cream,  coffee,  and  eating  at  Biscuitville.   He  also  had  a  sense  of 
humor  and  played  practical  jokes  on  people.   As  Dr.  Greene  says,  "He  worked  so 
hard  for  a  man  his  age.    He  was  driven.    He  was  in  his  mid-seventies  when  he 
hired  me.    I  cant  imagine  what  it  would  be  like  to  work  with  him  in  his  fifties 
when  he  would  get  up  and  do  the  same  things." 

Dr.  Wiggins  was  a  deeply  religious  man.    He  loved  the  Lord  with  every  fiber 
of  his  being,  and  his  commitment  to  Christ  was  an  inspiration  to  many.   Everyone 
he  met  could  always  say  Dr.  Wiggins  treated  him  in  a  Christian  manner.   With 
his  deep-seeded  Christian  beliefs,  working  at  Campbell  seemed  destined.   Dr. 
Wiggins  felt  he  was  doing  God"s  work  here  at  Campbell  and  touched  many  people 
that  way.    He  had  a  vision  for  Campbell,  which  was  accomplished  with  God"s 
help.   Dr.  Wallace,  Campbells  current  president,  well  remembers  the  time  when 
they  traveled  together  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  to  propose  establishing  a 
new  pharmacy  school.    He  says,  'As  Dr.  Wiggins  and  I  waited  for  our  time  with  the 
accreditation  committee,  he  suggested  that  we  pray  for  Gods  guidance.    I  bowed 
my  head  and  much  to  my  surprise  saw  Dr.  Wiggins  on  his  knees.    Never  will  I  for- 
get his  prayer:   "If  it  is  your  will,  turn  the  hearts  of  the  committed  toward  our  re- 
quest; if  not,  give  us  the  grace  to  accept  their  decision.  Thy  will  be  done."  That 
testimony  more  than  exemplifies  Dr.  Wiggins'  Christian  character.   He  even  went 
on  to  become  the  president  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  North  Carolina. 

As  befits  any  university  president  that  can  withstand  36  years  working  as 
such,  he  was  a  strong  and  awe-inspiring  leader.   He  seemed  born  to  lead.    He 
could  talk  to  people  in  an  inspiring  manner,  and  it  seemed  everyone  wanted  to 
follow  him.    If  you  worked  in  his  office,  he  would  thank  you  for  your  days  work, 
thus  earning  the  respect  of  those  around  him.   He  was  compassionate,  under- 
standing, and  humble.   Dr.  Wiggins  was  the  type  of  man  that,  despite  his  "great 
position,""  could  be  available  to  and  open  in  conversation  with  a  student  at  the 
same  time.   He  was  ever  the  gentleman.   He  was  everything  that  a  great  leader 
should  be. 


The  May  before  his  death,  he  delivered  the  120th  com-  i 
mencement  address  at  graduation  for  the  class  of  2007.  For  ' 
many,  it  may  have  been  the  last  time  that  they  saw  Dr.  Norman 
Adrian  Wiggins.  Mrs.  Matthews  say  he  appeared  on  that  day  as 
the  "same  tall  marine  who  came  to  Campbell  on  June  6th,  1967 
to  assume  the  3rd  presidency  of  Campbell  Junior  College."  She 
went  on  to  say,  "It  was  such  a  wonderful  address.  He  didn't 
have  a  note  in  his  hand  and  he  didnt  look  down.  It  was  such  an 
inspirational  address." 

Dr.  Wiggins  truly  loved  Campbell  University.    From  his  place 
in  heaven,  he  is  looking  down  on  us,  watching  our  joys,  our  sor- 
rows, and  our  accomplishments.  Although  Campbell  has  many 
good  years  still  to  come,  Dr.  Wiggins  put  in  motion  the  first 
achievements  that  started  it  all.   The  student  body  would  like 
to  echo  Dr.  Bazemore's  eloquent  words  to  Dr.  Wiggins:  "Thank 
you  for  leading  Campbell  from  being  a  small  Baptist  college  to 
become  a  great  University."" 
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Dr.  Wiggins  had  an 
immense  interest  in  the 
student  body.    He  was  al- 
ways open  and  available  for 
conversations  with  students. 
He  often  drove  his  white  car 
around  campus  to  ensure 
that  everything  was  go- 
ing alright  and  nothing  was 
amiss,  and  he  would  some- 
times stop  to  talk  to  the 
students.    He  would  often 
walk  across  campus,  con- 
versing with  his  students, 
because  they  were  what 
made  Campbell 
University  and  were 
therefore  important  to  him. 


Let  us  not  fail  to  enjoy  the  journey  because 
this,  too,  will  pass;  everything  will  be  oka

Dr.  Wiggins  made  Campbell  one  of  the 
first  private  schools  to  offer  extended  edu- 
cation opportunities  to  the  military.   This 
could  be  due  in  part  to  his  pride  in  his  coun- 
try and  his  military,  since  he  served  in  World 
War  II  as  a  marine.   The  bases  on  which 
he  started  extended  campuses  included 
Fort  Bragg,  Pope  Air  Force  Base  and  Camp 
Lejune.   He  would  often  visit  these  bases  as 
president.  Every  time  he  walked  on  base,  he 
would  straighten  his  back  as  though  he  were 
still  an  active  marine  and  he  wanted  to 
show  his  respect  for  his  fellow  soldiers  and 
his  beloved  country. 

Dr.  Wiggins  also  pioneered  international 
education  programs,  such  as  Tunku  Abdul 
Rahman  College  in  Malaysia,  which  has  been 
in  operation  for  more  than  25  years  and 
seen  more  than  1 1 ,000  students  graduate. 
On  the  annual  trip  to  TARC  in  October  of 
1995,  Dr.  Roberson  traveled  with  Dr.  Wig- 
gins.   He  said,  "We  were  going  to  gradua- 
tion at  Tunku  Abdul  and  he  wanted  to  make 
some  other  stops  on  behalf  of  the  school. 
We  ended  up  touring  for  three  weeks  in 
South  East  Asia.   That  was  one  of  the  most 
memorable  times  I  have  ever  spent  with  Dr. 
Wiggins."

When  President  Jerry  M.  Wallace  decided  to  come  to  work  at 
Campbell  University  in  1970  as  adjunct  professor  of  sociology,  he 
viewed  the  invitation  as  the  fulfillment  of  a  greater  opportunity  in 
his  life.   As  he  said,  "t  felt  it  was  God's  will  for  my  life."   He  attend- 
ed East  Carolina  University,  and  soon  felt  God  calling  him  to  the 
ministry.  Upon  graduation,  he  went  to  Southeastern  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  Wake  Forest,  NC.    Looking  back,  he  believes 
he  would  have  benefited  from  attending  Campbell.   He  says,  The 
purpose  of  Campbell  University  as  a  Christian  university  would  have 
been  very  important  to  me  as  an  18-year  old  student." 

His  favorite  memory  from  his  time  here  at  Buies  Creek  was 
when  he  was  inaugurated  as  the  fourth  president  of  Campbell  Uni- 
versity in  2003.   Since  President  Wallace  first  came  to  Campbell,  he 
has  seen  many  changes  occur  on  campus.   He  has  seen  new  aca- 
demic buildings  built,  increases  in  the  number  of  students  enrolled, 
new  programs  introduced,  and  an  increase  in  Campbell  pride.    He 
believes  there  is  a  greater  awareness  of  the  joy  and  the  responsibil- 
ity of  serving  others  in  the  faculty,  staff,  and  students.   Many  see 
Campbell  students  as  superior  to  others,  but  they  all  have  varying 
reasons.    He  sees  the  attractive  and  challenging  programs  taught 
by  excellent  and  caring  faculty  as  what  makes  Campbell  students 
superior  to  all  others. 

When  asked  if  he  would  go  back  in  time  and  change  something 
about  his  life,  he  replied,  "No.   God's  goodness  has  been  too  good 
to  me.    I'll  take  it  as  it  is. "  As  befits  a  man  so  in  tune  with  God,  his 
favorite  book  is  Mere  Christianityby  C.  S.  Lewis.  He  says  that  when 
he  was  teaching,  he  required  all  of  his  students  to  read  this  book, 
and  many  of  them  thanked  him  for  it.

Dr.  Jack  Britt  has  been  employed  at  Campbell  University  for  eighteen  years  as  the  Vice  President 
of  Institutional  Advancement.    When  he  first  came  to  work  at  the  university,  he  only  intended  to  stay 
for  two  years,  but  due  to  their  friendship,  Dr.  Wiggins  prompted  him  to  stay  far  longer  than  this.  As 
he  quite  plainly  stated,  "Working  with  Dr.  Wiggins  is  my  most  cherished  memory  at  Campbell.    I  con- 
sidered him  a  legend,  and  he  significantly  added  to  Campbell's  greatness." 

The  office  of  Vice  President  of  Institutional  Advancement  requires  Dr.  Britt  to  work  closely  with 
many  people  both  on  and  off  campus.

Dr.  Dennis  Bazemore,  Vice  President  for  Student  Life,  says  the  new  football  facility  will  be  a  great  asset  to  campus  life  on  the 
Campbell  University  campus. 

"Football  Saturdays  will  be  big  days  in  Buies  Creek,"  said  Bazemore.  "I  think  of  the  Saturday  home  games  and  all  the  things  that 
can  be  planned  around  those  games  with  our  students  and  guests.  We  can  build  special  events  on  Friday  evening  and  tailgating  on 
Saturday  mornings,  and  other  events  later  on  Saturday  afternoons."

The  Army  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps 
(ROTC)  is  one  of  four  ways  to  receive  an  Ap- 
pointment as  a  United  States  Army  Officer. 
The  272  College  ROTC  DepSKtments  across  the 
nation  annually  commission  over 
Army's  2nd  Lieutenants.   Campbell's  ROTC  pro- 
gram is  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  country. 

The  ROTC  curriculum  is  divided  into  two 
distinct  courses:  the  Basic  Course  and  the 
Advanced  Course,  which  differ  in  regard  to 
who  can  participate  and  also  in  regard  to  one's 
overall  military  obligation.   The  Basic  Course 
is  comprised  of  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
level  classes  and  does  not  require  any  military 
obligation.   The  Advance  Course  is  comprised  of 
junior  and  senior  level  classes  and  requires  stu- 
dents to  commit  to  a  military  obligation  prior 
to  entering  the  course. 

Upon  completion  of  the  Advance  Course 
and  successful  graduation  from  the  university, 
cadets  receive  their  commission  as  a  United 
States  Army  Officer  and  subsequently  begin  a 
career  in  either  the  Active  Army  or  Reserve/Na- 
tional Guard.

Biology  stuflefits  get  a  chance  to  look  at 
their  prospective  fields  in  a  whole  new  way 
while  taking  Introduction  to  Biological  Re- 
search. This  class  looks  at  different  techniques 
in  the  research  field,  and  examines  how  re- 
search articles  use  statistics  and  data  to  study 
specific  diseases. 

Probably  the  most  important  aspect  of 
the  class  is  a  poster  presentation  all  students 
have  to  complete  and  present  to  not  only  their 
fellow  students,  but  also  to  members  of  the 
faculty.  Students  focus  in  on  a  topic  of  their 
choice,  find  articles  dealing  with  their  topic, 
and  then  strive  to  understand  in  depth  how  the 
articles  used  biological  research  in  achieving 
their  end  conclusions.  The  poster  projects  pres- 
ent the  findings  of  those  articles. 

After  completing  the  class,  students  walk 
away  with  experience  in  the  research  field, 
and  also  experience  of  presenting  results  in  a 
scientific  way.

Campbell  University  physics  and  astronomy  instructor  Jason 
Ezell  was  surfing  the  Net  when  he  stumbled  upon  a  phenom- 
enal find--a  $20,000  Newtonian  Reflector  telescope  with  a 
Dobson  mount  and  30-inch  scope.  Five  times  more  powerful 
than  any  other  university-owned  scope,  the  Newtonian  Reflec- 
tor will  help  Ezell's  astronomy  students  obtain  more  informa- 
tion about  the  solar  system  than  ever  before.  And  best  of  all, 
it  was  offered  free  through  a  government  surplus  program, 
Energy-Related  Laboratory  Equipment  (ERLE),  operated  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Energy.     "All  we  had  to  do  was  arrange  for 
shipping  from  the  Sandia  National  Laboratories  in  New  Mexico 
to  Buies  Creek,"  Ezell  said.  "I  was  very  excited." 

"More  like  exuberant,"  added  Ezell's  17-year-old  son  John. 
When  the  huge  package  arrived,  Ezell  and  John  assembled  the 
400-pound  telescope  and  installed  wheels  to  make  it  mobile. 
The  scope  is  housed  at  the  Campbell  Planetarium  located 
in  Keith  Hills  where  astronomy  classes  meet.   Students  have 
already  been  able  to  identify  Mars'  polar  ice  caps  using  other 
telescopes,  but  the  Newtonian  Reflector  with  its  30-inch  scope 
will  greatly  magnify  details  on  the  surface  of  the  planet.  "Who 
knows,  maybe  we'll  get  to  see  the  little  robots  on  Mars  rolling 
around  and  poking  at  things,"  Ezell  said.

"We're  not  offering  an  undergraduate  degree 
in  Homeland  Security,"  said  Tom  Harris,  dean 
of  Extended  Campus  Education  for  Campbell 
University.  "We  want  to  provide  students  with 
an  understanding  of  the  opportunities  that  are 
available  to  them  in  this  field." 

Some  of  the  courses  include  Introduction 
to  Incident  Command  System,  National  Incident 
Management  System,  National  Response  Plan  and 
National  Infrastructure  Protection. 

"This  course  will  provide  students  with  an 
opportunity  to  become  part  of  the  solution  for 
increasing  domestic  security  by  placing  heavy 
emphasis  on  research  and  theory  development  in 
support  of  the  critical  missions  identified  by  the 
Homeland  Security  National  Strategy,"  Martin  said.

Lee  Milliner  assumed  the  position  of  director 
of  Campbell  University's  Camp  Lejeune  extended 
campus,  on  Dec.  17,  2007.  Milliner  served  as  a  Navy 
chaplain  for  26  years  and  with  the  Marines  for  18 
years. 

Milliner  said  he  looks  forward  to  the  challenge 
and  has  new  ideas  to  promote  the  Campbell 
program. 

"With  the  multiple  deployments  due  to  the  war 
in  Iraq,  our  student  population  at  Camp  Lejeune 
has  been  impacted,"  said  Milliner.  "We  will  need 
to  target  our  non-deploying  population,  high  school 
graduates  and  community  college  students  who 
wish  to  complete  their  four-year  degree." 

He  explained  the  projected  growth  of  the 
military  population  at  Camp  Lejeune  in  the  next 
five  years  will  be  over  20,000  people.   With  this 
growth  and  the  potential  end  of  the  large  numbers 
of  Marines  deployed  to  Iraq  and  Afghanistan,  they 
can  expect  the  student  body  to  increase. 

Milliner  has  been  involved  with  the  extended 
campus  program  for  about  nine  years  as  an  adjunct 
instructor. 

"During  this  time,  I  have  referred  hundreds  if 
not  thousands  to  the  Campbell  campus  at  Camp 
Lejeune,"  he  said.  "I  know  so  many  success  stories 
of  Marines  and  Sailors  and  spouses  of  military 
members  who  have  earned  their  degrees  at  Camp 
Lejeune  and  gone  on  to  make  a  significant  impact 
in  the  military  or  as  a  civilian.   The  availability  of 
a  four-year  degree  opportunity  in  the  Jacksonville 
area  with  evening  classes  for  working  students  is  a 
plus  to  the  community."

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In  January,  Congressman  Bob  Etheridge 
was  on  campus  to  address  students  enrolled 
in  Campbell's  North  Carolina  Teaching  Fel- 
lows program.  Weighing  in  on  issues  such  as 
"teaching  to  the  test,"  the  future  of  educa- 
tion and  his  desire  to  establish  a  national 
Teaching  Fellows  program,  Etheridge  was 
candid  about  the  roles  of  leadership  and 
perseverance  in  his  own  success. 

A  1965  graduate  of  Campbell  University, 
Etheridge  went  on  to  become  a  Harnett 
County  Commissioner,  North  Carolina  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  state  legislator  and 
member  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

As  a  state  superintendent  of  schools 
and  a  legislator,  education  has  always  been 
a  central  issue  to  Etheridge.    "Education 
levels  the  playing  field  and  creates  opportu- 
nity," he  said.  "I  don't  look  at  it  as  expendi- 
ture, but  as  an  investment."

Elected  North  Carolina  Secretary  of  State 
in  1997,  Marshall  also  served  as  a  senator 
from  North  Carolina's  15th  District  and  as 
Harnett  County  Democratic  Party  chair.  She 
graduated  from  Campbell  University's  Nor- 
man Adrian  Wiggins  School  of  Law  in  1981 
and  was  a  partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Mar- 
shall Et  Marshall  in  Lillington,  N.C.

Professional  Education  classes  offer  the 
advantages  of  small  classes,  a  healthy  blend  of 
theory  and  practice,  with  internships  providing 
a  wealth  of  practical  experiences  in  the  set- 
tings for  which  the  licensure  is  intended,  and  a 
nurturing  environment  with  caring  advisors  and 
counselors. 

All  classes  encourage  the  use  of  technology  as 
a  tool  for  practicing  the  profession  for  which  the 
student  is  preparing,  and  recognize  the  value  of 
students  mastering  the  problem  solving  process 
as  a  tool  for  achieving  success  in  the  work  world 
after  graduation.  All  programs  boast  a  95+% 
placement  rate  for  graduates. 

Graduate  students  may  major  in  Elementary 
Education  or  and  Middle  Grades  Education,  both 
of  which  lead  to  licensure  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  of  North  Carolina.

Funded  by  the  Genera 
Assembly,  the  program  awards  S6,500  per  year 
for  four  years  to  students  who  will  major  in 
education  and  agree  to  teach  at  least  four  years 
in  a  North  Carolina  public  school.  The  qualifica- 
tions for  becoming  a  Teaching  Fellow  and  hosting 
a  Teaching  Fellows  program  are  stringent.

I  Camel  Pals,  which  was  started  a  few  years  ago 

I     by  Dr.  Trey  Asbury,  is  a  program  through  which 
Campbell  students  have  the  opportunity  to  men- 
tor local  children  or  to  spend  time  with  an  elderly 
person  who  doesn't  have  many  visitors.   Activities 
range  from  reading  a  book  together  to  sharing 
lunch  or  just  talking. 

Students  who  participate  in  the  Camel  Pals 
program  plan  activites  to  do  with  the  child  or 
senior  citizen  with  which  they  work,  and  must  com- 
mit to  spend  30-45  minutes  with  their  "pal"  every 
week  during  both  the  fall  and  spring  semesters  of  a 
school  year. 

During  the  2007-2008  school  year,  twenty-three 
students  spent  time  with  local  children,  most  of 
whom  were  students  at  Buies  Creek  Elementary 
School.   Ms.  Ellen  Wiser,  a  counselor  at  Buies  Creek 
Elementary,  plays  a  vital  role  in  the  program  by 
recommending  students  in  her  school  who  could 
benefit  from  spending  time  with  a  mentor.  Ac- 
cording to  Ms.  Wiser,  the  kids  "absolutely  love  their 
pals!" 
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When  considering  colleges  as  a  high  school 
senior,  my  initial  attraction  to  Campbell  was  the

my  home.  Also,  it  is  a  private  Christian  school 
that  offers  many  opportunities.

Campbell  is  one  of  many  colleges  across  the  coun- 

I      try  that  participates  in  the  America  Reads  Challenge,       ' 
I      which  began  in  1997  when  President  Bill  Clinton  asked     ■ 

the  higher  education  community  to  help  increase  liter- 
I      acy  rates  around  the  nation.   This  federal  work  study 
program  involves  college  students  teaching  reading 
skills  to  students  in  Title  One  schools. 

According  to  Dr.  Karen  Nery,  program  director  and 
dean  of  the  school  of  education,  the  purpose  of  this 
program  is  "to  provide  tutoring  to  low-income  stu- 
dents." Seven  Campbell  students  currently  participate 
in  this  initiative,  working  one  or  two  hours  everyday  in 
local  schools. 

Although  the  program  consists  mainly  of  education 
majors,  students  in  any  major  can  participate  in  this 
activity  to  help  children  in  the  community.  Dr.  Nery 
states  that  "This  [program]  acts  as  community  service 
for  Campbell  University  to  reach  out  to  the  commu- 
nity because  [the  students]  are  working  for  the  school 
district,  but  the  school  district  doesn't  have  to  put  out 
any  money."  Students  around  the  campus  have  the  op- 
portunity to  not  only  help  a  child  learn  to  read,  but  to 
help  the  community  and  their  school  as  well.

Project  Heart  is  a  tutoring  program  to  help  students 

1  of  all  ages  achieve  academic  success.   The  program 
involves  university  students  tutoring  at-risk  students  in 
upper  elementary  and  middle  schools,  as  well  as  undera- 

I    cheiving  high  school  students.   The  program,  which  was 
started  by  East  Carolina  University,  forms  partnerships 
between  colleges,  school  systems,  Boys  &  Girls  Clubs, 
faith-based  organizations,  and  the  NC  Commission  on 
Volunteensm  and  Community  Service  to  provide  much- 
needed  help  for  at-risk  students. 

Campbell  students  currently  work  with  students  in 
Johnston  County  middle  and  high  schools.   Mentors 
in  the  program  spend  approximately  twenty  hours 
per  week  at  their  assigned  school  or  after-school 
J    program,  where  they  tutor,  help  students  improve 
life  outside  the  classroom,  and  participate  in  com- 
munity service  activities. 

Students  selected  to  participate  in  Project  Heart  are 
required  to  serve  900  hours  during  a  twleve-month  time 
.    period,  helping  at-risk  teenagers  succeed  academically 

and  improve  their  self-esteem.

In  October  2007.  Campbell  University's  Board  of  Trust- 
ees ended  year-long  discussions  and  announced  the  move 
of  the  Norman  Adrian  Wiggins  School  of  Law.   The  law 
school  will  hold  its  first  year  of  classes  at  its  new  location 
in  Raleigh  during  the  2009-2010  school  year.    Harold  Wells, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  believes  that  this  move 
is  "an  opportunity  for  Campbell  University  to  further  extend 
its  unique  approach  to  legal  education  into  a  much  broader 
community. " 

First  year  law  student  Meredith  Specht,  who  will  com- 
plete her  final  year  of  school  at  the  new  Raleigh  campus, 
sees  the  move  as  a  good  idea.  She  says,  "...Its  the  state 
capital;  there's  a  lot  of  lawyers  and  judges  to  get  extern- 
ships  and  internships  with.    Not  to  mention,  a  lot  of  stu- 


dents want  to  work  in  Raleigh  later. "  She  also  thinks  being  in 
Raleigh,  a  large  city  with  more  people,  will  further  improve  the 
reputation  of  the  law  school. 

While  Scott  McKaig,  a  third-year  law  student,  maintains  a 
positive  outlook  on  the  law  school  moving  to  Raleigh,  he  has  a 
few  different  ideas  on  the  subject.   He  thinks  that  it  is  a  good 
idea  for  the  school  to  move,  but  expresses  a  hope  that  the  law 
school  will  maintain  its  strict  Socratic  method  of  teaching  as  it 
enrolls  higher  numbers  of  students.    However,  Scott  also  sees 
the  boost  the  move  will  give  to  the  school's  reputation.   "Being 
in  Raleigh,"  he  says,  "will  put  the  school  within  a  few  blocks  of 
law  firms,  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  Supreme  Court  of  NC.  and 
the  District  Court  of  NC.    It  will  make  our  accomplishments  more 
widely  known."
